Salaries Take Big Share of City Income 


Wages and salaries take the biggest 
proportion of tax money from the City 
treasury but that doesn’t mean municipal 
employees are overpaid. It takes a certain 
number of people to provide all the services 
expected by the 3,000-odd residents here. 
Aboout 14 regular city workers and some 
extra laborers shared in the $35,911.86 city 
payroll during the fiscal year ending Sept. 
30, 1956. 

During the fiscal year the city admin- 
istration spent a total of $83,130.04. This 
included $67,190 in expenses listed in detail 
in a previous editorial and $5,880 put out 
on additions to city property and improve- 
ments, Not counting the $5830 spent on 
additions and improvements, the $35,911 
paid out for wages was well over half the 
total expenditure made by the city govern- 
ment. However, you can’t have work done 
without people to do it and a study of the 
Salaries reveals that they are not out of 
line with those paid by other businesses in 
town. As a rule, the pay would be consid- 
erably under the $1 minimum wage requir- 
ed for concerns like Dorsey Trailers which 
come under the Federal wage-hour law. 

Administrative salaries accounted for 
seven percent of the city expenses. They 


‘amounted to $4,895 and were broken down 


into $1,200 for L, P. Mullins, mayor; Mrs. 
T. D. Kendrick, city clerk, $2,;385; council- 
men, M. A. Devane $210, H. S. Haire $220, 
C. P. Hayes $190, S. T. Morrow $40, and S. 
B. Young $200. Mayor Mullins and Mrs. 
Kendrick also drew wages from other 
funds. 

Wages in the garbage department to- 
totaled $6,263.26, or around 10 percent of 
city expenditures. Lewis J. Brooks drew 
$2.076.26, George E. Patty $1996.39, John- 
nie Mack Wilson $2,100, and extra labor 
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— & cr ee 


$90. 

Wages in the police department re- 
quired $13,771.40 of city funds. That’s 22 
percent of the total city expenditures. 
Readers should not consider this a lot be- 
cause hours of a local law enforcement of- 
ficer are long and his public acclaim little. 
Money drawn by police department men the 
past fiscal year included I. F, Dunaway, 
chief, $1687.50; J. W. Parker, former chief 
$1,062.50; J. W. Parker, pensioner, $1,200; 
N. F, Allday, policeman, $2,534.30: C. W. 
Parker, $2,860; D. C. Rhodes, policeman, 
$1,782.85; Alex Strickland, policeman, 
$2535; schoolboys, junior policeman, $10; 
and relief policemen, $99.25. 

Employees in the street department 
tcok home $10,982.20 during the past fiscal 
year. This amounted to 16 percent of total 
city expenditures, It is this department that 
is the workhorse of the city government 
As superintendent, L. P. Mullins drew 
$1,560; C. F. Calhoun, foreman, $2,860: 
Junior Ey, Jackson, $2,581; W. K. Jackson, 
$1,949.20; and extra laborers, $2,031.50. 

Main purpose of printing the salaries 
and other items in the city budget is to dis- 
pel the idea, at least locally, that every 
public office holder or government worker 
has his hand in the taxpayer’s hip pocket. 
There are a lot more conscientious public 
officials than lazy ones. Sometimes they 
make mistakes and waste money but sel- 
dom are they dishonest, x 

It is good to keep a close check on any 
echelon of government as there is always 
room for improvement. However, don’t in- 
dict all public officials and workers with 
the blanket accusation that they are all get- 
ting rich on kickbacks and graft. It just 
isn’t so. 


Enterprise Tackles Sewerage Problem ‘‘Mountain”’ 


Quite a hassle has been going on in 
Enterprise recently in regard to dumping 
raw sewerage into the river. The same sit- 
uation could arise in Elba or,almost any 
other town in this part of the © vic so it is 
a good idea to study the mountain of a 
problem tHat was not made from a mole- 
hill. This situation really has its thorny 
points, 

A city-wide sewerage system, includ- 
ing treatment plant, adjuncts, laterals and 
sites would cost Enterprise close to a mil- 
lion dollars ($915,386). For a city with a 
population of around 8,000 that’s a lot of 
money. It figures up to almost $115 for 
every man, woman and child in the town. 

The engineering firm running the sur- 
vey for Enterprise indicated the town 
would be eligible for a Federal grant on the 
project of about $181,600, bringing the cost 
to the city down to $733,736. Assessments 
on landowners for lateral lines would bring 
in another $300,000, reducing the amount 
for the council to raise to a mere $433,736 
—close to half a million. 


Representatives of the engineering firm 
hired by Enterprise stated this would give 
the town almost complete sanitary sewer- 
age connections and that the raw sewerage 
problem would be abolished. Industrial 
waste would also be taken care of. 

It cost Enterprise $8,739.83 to learn 
it would have to spend almost a million 
dollars to solve its water pollution and 
sewerage problems. But they took a step 
in the right direction facing up to the prob- 
lem and letting the town’s residents real- 
ize the magnitude of their ‘growing pains.” 

Sooner or later Elba and every other 
town that dumps raw sewerage into nearby 
streams will have to “face up to the prob- 
elm.” There is no easy or cheap way out. 
But public health eventually will demand 
that all cities dispose of their waste in a 
sanitary manner, Backers of such worth- 
while projects as a hospital, recreation or 
other phases of civic improvement should 
keep this thought in the back of their 
minds before recommending an “all out” 
effort for any one objective. 


Alabama Industrial Growth: Continues Under Folsom 


With guns of the state press silenced 
in the “Battle of the Mansion Fund,” Gov. 
James Folsom has been spared his usuai 
barrages of criticism while his opponents 
scurry around repairing their spiked guns 
and replenishing their supply of dammuni- 
tion. Up to now their powder has been good 
and gone off with lots of noise but their 
projectiles have all been duds. , 

Anyway, in routine coverage of capitol 
news, Geoffrey Birt, state publicity direc- 
tor, has come up with facts and figures 
that refute the alarmists who said that 
when Folsom was elected new industry 
would steer clear of Alabama. For those 
who subscribed to the idea that Coffee 
County’s “Big Jim’’ would corrupt the state 


and hold back its progress, we print the 
following data: 

1. Alabama's state - chartered banks 
reper cee assets of over $30 million more in 
1956 than in 1955. 

2. Captital structure of state banks 
Increased 10 percent, from over $39 million 
to over $42 million. 

State Bank Supt. Lonnie Gentry said 
these reports were all the more notewarthy 
because 1956 was a poor crop year when 
compared to the bumper crops harvested in 
1955. 

Gov. James E. Folsom said that these 
figures highlighted the fact that a good 
climate for business exists in Alabama and 
that “we are making great progress.”
